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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues that Bauer et al (US 523.508) does not disclose a circumferential edge parallel to the axis of rotation of the 
rotating disk. The Examiner is then unclear why the applicant refers to the Andersson patent that discloses a supplemental disk 5 having 
a pointed edge in Fig. 2. The Examiner is using the Bauer reference, not Andersson, to anticipate the recited limitation of the 
circumferential edge being parallel to the axis of rotation of the rotating disk. Indeed, in the only figure in Bauer, the rotating disk (e) has 
a circumferential edge seen in the Figure that is parallel to the axis of rotation of the disk (e). 

With respect to the dependent claims, the applicant argues that none of the cited references disclose a circumferential edge of the 
rotating disk that contacts the transition joint between the hub spool and disk blade, as recited in claim 2. The Examiner maintains the 
rejection, since Bauer states that the supplementary disks can be adjusted to the main disks in lines 61-64, and therefore Bauer 
discloses such contact as a possible arrangement. 

Regarding claim 4. the Figure in Bauer does illustrate the rotary disks as being concave and having an annular depression in this 
concavity formed in a region of the surface surrounding the transition join, and the edge of disk (e) being located in that depression. 
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
